NEW OVERGROUND 


T HE Overground is set to 
expand to more Hackney 
stations from next year, 
under plans to transfer 
rail services to Transport for 
London (TfL). 

Trains on the West Anglia 
network, which serve six 
stations in Hackney, will be 
replaced by new services and 
rolling stock. The Overground 
will take over existing routes 
from Liverpool Street to Enfield 
Town, Cheshunt via Seven 
Sisters, and Chingford through 
Walthamstow Central. 

Stations in Hackney, including 


Clapton, Hackney Downs, 
London Fields, Rectory Road, 
Stamford Hill and Stoke 
Newington are all due to be 
improved by TfL. Furthermore, 
current trains, which are up to 
30-years-old, will be replaced by 
new, modern carriages. 

Mayor of Hackney, Jules Pipe, 
said: “London Overground 
services have been a huge success 
in Hackney so far, introducing 
faster, more reliable and 
convenient transport links and 
bringing growth and access to 
job opportunities. 

“These changes, coupled with 


the proposed Crossrail 2 routes, 
will build a strong, integrated 
transport service which will 
have huge benefits for all 
of Hackney.” 

The new service will see 
similar changes to those on 
the North London Line, which 
brought the Overground to 
Hackney in 2010. 

Mike Stubbs, TfL’s Director 
of London Overground, said: 

“It is our intention that these 
services will become part of the 
London Overground network, 
which is now one of the most 
reliable railways with some of 


the highest levels of customer 
satisfaction across the UK. 

“We are currently in the 
process of determining what 
further improvements need to be 
made at stations and on trains 
on the routes and a programme 
to deliver these once the railway 
has transferred.” 

Consultation on Crossrail 2 
has recently shown that 95 per 
cent of people support plans 
for a new underground service 
for Hackney, with the preferred 
option including stations at 
both Dalston Junction and 
Hackney Central.

A CEREMONY is set to take place at Hackney Town Hall 
to commemorate international Holocaust Memorial Day 
on 24 January.

It marks the mass murder of over 
7million Jews and other people by the Nazi regime 
during the Second World War, and later genocides 
in Rwanda, Cambodia and Bosnia, as a reminder to

At 1 1 am the Speaker of Hackney, 
Cllr Michael Desmond, is set to 
place a floral tribute next to the 
Holocaust Memorial tree in 
the Town Hall Square.

Council venues ready to 
host same sex marriages 




Same sex couples will be able to marry in Hackney from March 


REGISTRARS are hoping to perform one of the first 
same sex marriages in the country, after being granted 
permission to host a ceremony one minute after equal 
marriage becomes law. 

From 29 March, same sex couples will be given the 
same rights to marry as heterosexual couples, and to 
mark the occasion the Council is hoping that a couple 
will come forward to celebrate their marriage at one of 
its venues at one minute past midnight. 

Same sex couples can now tie the knot in any of 
the borough’s licensed venues, including the newly 
refurbished Hackney Town Hall, Stoke Newington Town 
Hall and Clissold House. 

Cllr Sophie Linden, Deputy Mayor of Hackney, said: 
“Many people will have been waiting a long time 
for this, so we’re excited to potentially hold one of the 
very first ceremonies. It will be a very happy - and 
historic -moment.” 

Hackney Council conducted 874 marriages and 63 civil 
partnership ceremonies last year.

Remembering Mandela 


T HE remarkable 
life of Nelson 
Mandela was 
commemorated in 
Hackney with a book of 
condolence and an event at 
Hackney Museum. 

Nearly 300 people 
signed the book, which 
was opened following the 
death of the anti-apartheid 
revolutionary and former 
South African president on 
5 December. 

A wide range of guest 
speakers and performers 
took part in a well attended 
remembrance event on 3 
January, which was hosted 
by Cllr Patrick Vernon. 

He said: “We are here 
today to show our love 
and gratitude. Not just 
to Mandela, but to all 
the people who made 
their sacrifices. The global 
struggle for black people 
around the world 
still continues.” 

Leeto Thale, a spoken 
word performer, shared 
his memories of being in 


game called Ubuntu. The 
word means ‘humanness’, 
and is often translated as 
‘humanity towards others’. 

Members of charities 
Hackney Lifeline and City 
and Hackney Mind sang 
gospel harmonies, and 
people in the audience 
shared their thoughts 
on how Mandela had 
inspired them. The event 
also coincided with the 
end of the museum’s 
‘Sankofa’ exhibition, which 
celebrated black

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“I must get out of my flat 
every day and the New Age 
Games are a vehicle to do 
this. I’ve been a diabetic for 
20 years, but since joining 
the scheme my glucose 
levels are controlled through 
exercise and tablets.” 

Winnie Roach, 65, added: 
“I have a check up every 
six months and the GP has 
said my blood glucose, 
cholesterol, and blood 
pressure levels are much 
improved.” 

Overall, 96 per cent 
of participants said their 
quality of life improved 


since joining the scheme. 

The winter term runs from 
13 January to 21 March. 

It includes two over 50s 
men only walking football 
sessions on 29 January and 
5 February, at Kings Hall 
Leisure Centre, E5.

Kick off 2014 by pursuing a 
career in the football industry 


RESIDENTS interested in pursuing a career in football 
can sign up for a new, free course which could lead to a 
volunteer placement in the industry. 

The Careers in Football course consists of two BTEC 
qualifications: ‘supporting employability and personal 
effectiveness’, and ‘supporting activities and events for 
sport and active leisure’. 

The pilot course - which has been launched by the 
Council in partnership with Knights Group, leisure centre 
operators GLL, and the London Football Association 
- includes practical sessions and will give students 
experience of managing football events and projects. 
Those who successfully complete the course will 
be eligible for selection for a three month volunteer 
placement, which will include football-based activities at 
Hackney Marshes. 

The course lasts seven weeks, over three full days each 
week, and will include practical employability skills, such 
as leadership and team working. 

Candidates must be aged 1 9 to 23-years-old, be 
available for the entire course period, and not be in 
employment or education already. 

The first course starts on 20 January. A 
further course is planned for March.

Amhurst Road update

occupied 1-5 Amhurst Road 


T HE former Gibbons 
Building on Amhurst 
Road has now been 
handed back to its 
owners after being made 
safe by the Council. 

Residents, businesses 
and diners were evacuated 
from 1-5 Amhurst Road 
in November, when 
cracks started appearing 
in the walls of Raw Duck 
restaurant. The building was 
inspected by Council officers 
who found that it had 
become structurally unsafe. 
Work then began to prevent 
the building from collapsing 
and to recover residents’ 
belongings while they 
were moved to emergency 
accommodation. 


Number 5 Amhurst 
Road has now been hand 
demolished to preserve the 
historic facade, although 
nothing could be done to 
save Raw Duck or the flats 
above it. Demolition of 1-3 
Amhurst Road and Cirrik 
restaurant has so far been 
avoided and the building is 
now set to be handed back 
to owners GMS Estates. 

Mayor of Hackney, Jules 
Pipe, said: “This incident 


has been devastating for the 
residents and businesses that 
occupied 1-5 Amhurst Road 
and our priority has always 
been to support them while 
protecting the public. 

“I’m proud of the way 
council officers reacted to 
this, taking care to retrieve 
residents’ possessions 
and retain as much of the 
historic building as possible. 
Hopefully now, the owners 
of the building can take on 


this task and restore at least 
part of the building.” 

Council officers have 
been working with the 
owners of Raw Duck who 
hope to find new premises 
in Hackney, while most 
residents have now found 
new accommodation. 

Amhurst Road has been 
reopened to traffic in both 
directions and a temporary 
ramp to the Overground 
station has been removed as 
access has been restored. 

Neighbouring venue Oslo, 
which was not damaged in 
the incident, is set to open 
its doors on 17 January, 
after its official opening 
was delayed by works to 
the terrace. 


Kingsland fire station closes its doors for good following High Court ruling 



KINGSLAND fire station 
has closed, after the 
High Court rejected the 
Council’s argument that 
cuts to the capital’s fire 
service were flawed and 
should not go ahead. 

In total, 10 fire 
stations across London 
shut their doors for 
good on 9 January, 
including Belsize, Bow, 


Clerkenwell, Downham, 
Knightsbridge, Silvertown, 
Southwark, Westminster 
and Woolwich. 

Camden, Greenwich, 
Hackney, Islington, 
Lewisham, Southwark and 
Tower Hamlets councils 
sought a judicial review of 
the cuts that will lead to the 
loss of 14 fire appliances 
and 552 firefighter posts. 


On 20 December, the 
High Court found that the 
Fifth London Safety Plan - 
to close the fire stations - is 
lawful and can go ahead. 

Cllr Sophie Linden, 
Deputy Mayor of Hackney, 
said: “I’m very disappointed 
with this result. But I am 
more disappointed the 
Mayor of London chose 
to ignore the concerns of 


residents to force through 
these plans which put lives 
at risk. As a result of 
these damaging cuts, a 
third of Hackney now 
falls outside London Fire 
Brigade’s recommended 
response time and residents 
in De Beauvoir will have 
to wait more than three 
minutes longer for life- 
saving assistance.”

O NE of Hackney’s 
longest serving 
councillors has 
been awarded the 
Honorary Freedom of the 
Borough after a lifetime of 
civic service. 

Cllr Saleem Siddiqui 
arrived in Britain in 1963 
from Hissar, India, with 
an MSc in Chemistry. He 
moved to Hackney in 1975 
and quickly immersed 
himself in local politics. 

He was first elected as a 
councillor in 1990 and has 
retained his seat for the past 
23 years. During this time, 
Cllr Siddiqui’s involvement 
in local government has 
been wide and varied. 

His specialist areas of 
interest are education and 
housing, and he has held 
numerous positions in both 
areas, sitting on various 
school governing bodies and 
a number of housing boards. 

Indeed, Cllr Siddiqui 
has served in 22 different 
roles and on a similar 
number of committees. 

He said: “I am proud 
and honoured to receive 
the highest recognition 
of service in the borough, 
which means I have done 
my job. My aim has always 
been to make Hackney the 


best place to live and work, 
and to improve community 
cohesion for which the 
borough is now famous.” 

Looking back, Cllr 
Siddiqui recalled his term 
as civic Mayor of Hackney 
in 1995 - a role now 
referred to as Speaker of 
Hackney - when he was 
ambushed by notorious 
fundraiser Mick Mee in the 
Narrow Way, and bundled 
into the boot of a car. 

He said: “It was all 
in good fun and this 
escapade raised money 
for a local hospice.” 

Cllr Siddiqui is 
particularly proud of 
Hackney’s role as a host 
borough during the 
London 2012 Olympic and 
Paralympic Games. 

He said: “It was our 
responsibility to ensure 
that our residents benefited 
from any changes to our 
environment. I am proud of 
what we achieved. 

“The hard work paid off 


and now we can all continue 
to enjoy the lasting legacy of 
the Games.” 

Clearly passionate 
about education, Cllr 
Siddiqui claims that if he 
hadn’t got involved in 
politics, he would have been 
a researcher. 

He said: “I’m curious 
about why things happen 
and how to improve or 
change them. Education 
continues to evolve as we 
discover new ways and 
methods of getting the 
best out of people. What 
we can achieve through 
learning and educating the 
next generation is a great 
transformation. 

“Education has changed 
this borough into one 
of the most improved 
and culturally diverse 
community driven places in 
the UK. I am proud to have 
been a part of that.” 

Cllr Siddiqui added he 
had no plans to slow down. 
“It is my passion to continue 
to do what I can for the 
community and I have no 
immediate plans to slow 
down anytime soon. I will 
continue to serve, although 
in a different capacity, 
through my committees,” 
he said. 

Cllr Siddiqui received the 
Freedom of the Borough at 
a ceremony in the Council 
Chamber on 4 December, 
which was attended by 
family, friends and former 
colleagues. He is only the 
second person in recent 
history to have received 
the honour.

Fly-tipping appeal after 49 tonnes of illegal waste was found on Mabley Green 


THE Council is appealing 
for residents and builders 
to play their part in the 
fight against fly-tipping by 
making sure their waste is 
dealt with properly. 

The appeal follows the 
illegal dumping of 49 
tonnes of construction 
waste across an area the 
size of a football field at 
a community meadow in 


Mabley Green last month. 
Removing the waste cost 
the Council £10,500. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: 
“Everyone has to take 
responsibility for the waste 
they generate. Residents 
and builders must make 
sure that waste from 
building work is dealt 


with properly by a licensed 
waste carrier. They should 
ask for a waste transfer 
note and make sure they 
get a proper invoice and 
receipt. If you pay cash in 
hand with no paperwork, 
and waste from your 
property is fly-tipped, you 
could be prosecuted. 

“Officers have gathered 
evidence found in the 


dumped waste on Mabley 
Green which may help us 
find where it came from.” 

People who are 
prosecuted for fly-tipping 
can be fined up to £50,000 
and imprisoned.

According to Government 
figures, one in seven 
children left primary school 
last year without reaching 
the required reading 
standard.

Statistics show that 
children who lack basic 
literacy skills are more 
likely to suffer later in life. 
According to the Prison 
Reform Trust, 48 per 
cent of prisoners are at, or 
below, the reading level 
expected of an 11 -year-old.

It’s enjoyable for 
the children and rewarding 
for the adults. 

“I’ve been teaching for 25 
years and seen the various 
ways in which education 
has been dealt with. It’s a 
relief to be working in a 
supportive environment 
where children are 
constructively encouraged.” 

Reading helpers like 
Jeannie are paired with 
children and build a rapport 


by staying with them for 
at least one year. Helpers 
do not need to have a 
degree, but must be fluent 
in English and believe in the 
importance of literacy. 

Statistics show that 
reading helpers can 
improve children’s literacy 
significantly, with 44 per 
cent of pupils monitored 
in Hackney making 
significant improvements. 

The borough already 
has primary literacy levels 
that are higher than the 
national average.

if I were going alone

I T’S a dark, dreary 
evening in Hackney 
and I have warmed up 
in a cafe, along with 
17 other people who are 
preparing themselves for a 
10-kilometre run. 

The cold weather should 
act as a deterrent, but this 
is a run with a difference; 
our mission is to make our 
way through the maze of 
Hackney’s streets in order 
to reach an allotment in an 
estate in Stoke Newington 
that needs clearing out. 

After warming up, we 
start running, occasionally 
spurred on by pedestrians 
- who still seem to have 
the Olympic spirit coursing 
through their veins - some 
of whom run alongside us 
for a while. 

Once at the allotment, 
our many hands make 
light work of the task, 
disposing of the corrugated 


plastic, concrete slabs, 
and broken pots strewn 
around the vegetables in 
around 15 minutes. 

This is GoodGym, an 
initiative by Ivo Gormley. 

He was inspired to set up the 
not-for-profit organisation 
by his experience of visiting 
Terry, a retired soldier. He 
would bring him a copy 
of the Sun newspaper, 
incorporating a run into 
the visit, and Terry would 
offer Ivo support and advice 
in return. 

Following this principle, 
runners who sign up to 
GoodGym get a chance to 
keep fit at the same time as 
doing a good deed for the 
community as a whole, or 
an isolated older person. 

The initiative began in 


Tower Hamlets in 2009 
and has since expanded 
to other cities in the UK. 

The Hackney group started 
last summer and Ivo has 
plans to found further 
outposts abroad. He said: 
“Hackney is a great place 
to be running. We are also 
working alongside some 
good organisations in 
the borough including 
Growing Communities.” 

Runner Kate O’ Halloran, 
27, from Stoke Newington, 
added: “It’s a win-win 
situation. I personally lack 
the motivation to run in the 
winter months. 

“As well as giving back 
to the community, running 
with others forces me to 
work harder than if I were 
going alone.” 


Lauren Garland, 26, 
has been running with 
GoodGym for nearly two 
years. A long-time Hackney 
resident, she has now 
completed over 50 good 
deeds including individual 
home visits, group runs and 
one off journeys to help with 
minor emergencies such 
as changing light bulbs or 
making deliveries. 

She said: “I was really 
not a fan of sport at school. 

I went running but never 
much further than five 
kilometres. I was inspired by 
others here who did more.” 

GoodGym is supported 
by the London Legacy 
Development Corporation. 

The group meets every 
Tuesday at 6:45pm outside 
Coffee Is My Cup Of Tea.

Quit smoking and get support 


SMOKING related illnesses remain one of the biggest 
killers in Hackney and support is on offer for those who 
are trying to quit as part of their New Year’s resolutions. 
Smoking doubles both the risk of having a heart attack 
and of having a stroke. 

In Hackney, an estimated 200 people die prematurely 
from a smoking related disease a year. An estimated 
1 ,500 residents are also admitted to hospital annually 
with smoking attributed health problems. 

Smoking is also prevalent in the borough’s young people 
- with 1 8 per cent of 1 6 to 1 7-year-olds, and 28 per cent 
of 1 8 to 1 9-year-olds smoking. 

Residents who want help to give up smoking can 
visit a local pharmacist or GP surgery for free 
information and advice on quitting.

II almost nothing 
LM of Hackney 
M MBrook can be seen 
above ground today, this 
important waterway has 
left clues that can be used 
to trace its course through 
both land and time. 

Most of London’s streams 
and rivers flow either north 
or south into the Thames, 
but Hackney Brook is 
different in that it runs from 
west to east, rising from 
springs near Holloway Road 
in Islington, through Stoke 
Newington and Hackney, 
before emptying into the Lea 
River at Old Ford. 

The brook once crossed 
Green Lanes to fill two large 
ornamental lakes at the 
north end of Clissold Park. 
The lakes remain today, 
but are fed by the mains 
water supply. East of the 
Park, what is now know 
as Grazebrook Road, was 
originally Brook Road, and 
lies right on the route of 
the old stream, as well as 
echoing its name. 

From there the brook 
continued eastwards before 
turning south, marking 
the northern and eastern 
perimeter walls of Abney 
Park Cemetery, which 
follow its course exactly. 

Near where the cemetery 
gates now stand was once 
a ford, the original name 
of which was either ‘stane 
ford’ because of stepping 
stones or ‘sandy ford’, both 
versions have been recorded. 
Over time the name became 
changed to ‘Stamford’, and 
so the rise leading up from 
the ford became known as 
Stamford Hill. 

The brook continued 
its route along the north 
side of Stoke Newington 
Common before crossing 
Northwold Road, formerly 
Brook Street, then swinging 
south and heading towards 
Hackney Downs, where 
its course marked the ends 
of the gardens in London 
Road, now Clapton Way. 
The brook formed the 
western boundary of the

simple wooden planks to a 
sturdy arched span, some 
of which can be seen in old 
images depicting the view 
up Mare Street towards St 
Augustine’s Tower.

Downs, its natural course 
later followed by the new 
Great Eastern Railway 
running into Liverpool 
Street Station. 

South of the junction of 
Mare Street and Amhurst 
Road, the brook was joined 
by Pigwell Brook, which ran 
from near Kingsland Green 
along the line of Dalston 
Lane and Graham Road 
and the presumably tree- 
lined Willow Walk, today’s 
Wilton Way. The enlarged 
stream crossed Mare Street 
at a ford that was eventually 
replaced by a succession 
of bridges, ranging from 


Latinised to Ponsford Road, 
where a Mr Randall used 
its water to brew beer in the 
early 1800s. 

It then flowed into the 
marshlands of Hackney 
Wick, where its course is 
much less certain, but its 
general direction was to 
swing right near Berkshire 
Road and head south to join 
the Lea at Old Ford locks. 

When in flood, the brook 
was recorded as measuring 
70 feet wide between Stoke 
Newington and Homerton, 
and 100 feet at Hackney 


Wick, so that despite the 
presence of many bridges, 
getting over the stream 
could be problematic 
and of course houses, 
businesses and fields were 
also regularly flooded. The 
water was not exactly clean: 
an article in ‘The Builder’ 
from 1838 describes the 
‘discoloured condition of 
this brook, and its evident 
effect upon another sense’ 
caused by household 
sewage, as well as effluent 
from a cattle-market. 

The brook was eventually 
covered over and redirected 
into newly built sewers 
during the 1850s and 60s, 
although this didn’t solve 
all problems. A letter to 
the Standard newspaper 
in 1859 from a resident 
of Windsor Road, now 
Berkshire Road, complained 
how the small dimensions of 
the sewer meant that after 
heavy rains, flooding still 
occurred. It said: “There 
are now to be seen some 
twenty small houses with 
their lower rooms filled 
with water, while in the 
Chemical Works the boiler 
flues are slowly filling with 
sewage, which is to be smelt 
as it slowly heats, and is to 
be seen squirting up in jets 
from every gully hole in 
the street.” 

Thankfully, the 
modern sewer system 
prevents such an 
occurrence today, 
although the brook still 
sometimes makes an 
appearance at the low- 
lying dip under the railway 
bridge in Mare Street where 
its own picturesque bridge 
once stood, breaking out 
to flow across the road 


once more. 
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The Mayor and Councillors 


Councillors are elected by Hackney 
residents and serve for four years. 
The last borough elections were in 
May 2010. 

Councillors have a range of 
responsibilities, including helping to 
oversee the Council and its services. 
They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local 
representative and ask them to 


take up issues that may be of concern. 
Generally they can help with Council 
related matters, but if the issue is 
the responsibility of another person 
or organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and 
tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors 
representing areas called wards - 
see map opposite.
